When (as you know) there were many attempts both 
here and in England to free our late Soveraign King 
CHARLES the firſt of glorious memory trom his 
barbarous impriſonment (the preface) and (to men not 
wilfully blind ) prognoſt cation of that execrable murder 
which after wards followed) It was a year of great rain, 
and there were Faſts appointed, and kept, to intreat the 
LORD to turn from his wrath,evidenced by that judge- 
ment, whereby the barveſt of the field was in danger of 
periſhiag. And in both choſe S:rmons,it was held our as 
England's great ſin, procuring the judgement of exceſſive 
rain, that the people were generally poſſeſſed with deſires 
after the King. But (to leave wreſters of Scripture to their 
own deſtruction) this Text concludeth only (and ſo it was 
made uſe of, by ſober orthodox Divines at the beginning of , 
the change of our Government) That it is 4 great ſis is 
people to change a lawfull Government, and lawfull Go- 
wernowrs.

1. Kings ought to eſteem very highly and affectionate- 
ly of their Subjects, and to have a greater ſenſe of their 
ſufferings, then of their own. Thus good David (c) ſpake

2. Kings mult be wiſely wary to prevent their Subjects 
being provoked againſt them. Thus the Old men that had 
ſtood before Solomon, adviſed Rehoboam (4) tobe 2 
ſervant unto his peoplea day, and to ſerve them, and 
ſpeak good words unto them, that they might be ſer- 
vants unto him for ever. But he ( forſaking that whole- 
ſome counſell of the old men, and following the adviſe of 
the young men ) ſpake roughly unto them ; and preſent- 
ly they cry out ( Rebelliouſly indeed) To your tents, 
O Iſrael. 

I mark this, not as if I did allow, that Subjects do be- 
have themſelves unſeemly towards their King, becauſe of

Let it be therefore the prayer of all good Sub- 
jects, that the LOR D would encourage our Kings heart, 
and ſtrengthen his hands in doing juſtice upon the imme- 
diate murderers of his Royall Father, who, notwithſtand- 
ing of frequent warnings from theſe evident Scriptures , 
yer would and did perſiſt in that moſt execrable, barbarous 
and matchleſſe Murder; yea, and did glory therein. 

3+ Thoſe alſo fall under reproof from the Doctrine, that 
at any time withdraw from their duty and obedience to 
the King () Let ſuch know, that when Iſrael for- 
ſook their King, they alſo forſook their GOD (2) ( as 
ordinarily when men live without a King, they are alſo 
without a ſacrifice (#) and never had a good King, nor 
ſcarce a good day afterwards. 

4. Here alſo thoſe are to be reproved that ſpeak evil of 
their King, Curſe not the King, no not in thy thought. 
(w) How many are there who have not been afraid to 
ſpeak evil of Dignities, (x) I grant indeed, that Miniſters,

And the Prophet (+) 
Nos wade a defenced City, ap iron pillar, and a brazen % 
wall, not only againſt the people, but allo againſt the Xings 
of 7«dab, and againſt the Princes therof. Yea, the faults 
of a King are to be reproved. And that, 

1. By Miniſters that are called to preach and miniſter 
unto him. Thus dealt Nara with David, Thou, faith ; 
Nathan (a) haſt killed Uriah the Hittite with the Sword, © * Sam, ia, 
and haſt taken his wife to be thy wife. Thus alſo dealt © 
ez +riab, and with him fourſcore prieſts of the LORD 
that were valiant men ( 6) They withſtood Vzziab the (6): Chro.26* 
King, and ſaid, it appertaineth not unto thee Vzziah, to 77:15, 
burn incenſe unto the L ORD. 

2. The faults of a King are to be reproved, by his Coun- 
ſellors and honourable Attendants and Servants. Thus did 
Jeab reprove David (e) for his unſeaſonable and too (c) 2. Sam; 
publick lamenting the loſſe of rebellious Ab/ſolow ; and 1g. x. 
for bis proud reſolution to number /rael and Judab:; 
why (ſaith he) (d) doth my LOR D the King delight (4) . Sn. 24. 
in this thing. And I muſt tell you, that our gracious Kang 
hath often expreſſed ir, that no piece of ſervice can be more 
acceptable unto him then this. 

But I think, all ſober men and ſound Divines , will al- 
low, that theſe rules be obſerved therein. 

1+ That the King be not reproved ſo, as that occaſion be 
miniſtred to the people to think the more (lightly of him. 
Miniſters muſt be very carefull to honowr the King before . 
the people (e). ſe) t. Sam. 13 

2+ Therefore a reproof to a King mult be given private 3 3* 
ly. It was Penls wiſdom to communicate the Goſpell 
Privatly to them which were of reputation, (/) (f) Gal. 2. 2. 
leſt by any meanes he had run in vain. Thus Jeremvab, 
concealed from the people; yea, from the Princes (g) the (g) Fer 38.14 
freedom which he had uſed with Zedekiab in ſecret. A 25. 
perſonal publick reproof is inflicted by our Church as a 
Ceoſure upon 2 perſon groſly ſcaadalous ; according to 
that Apoltolicall precept. ( Them that fin ( viz. Pub- (b) 1,Tim, x 
lickly and ſcandaltouſly ) rebuke before all, that others alſo 20. 
may fear. Neither is the perſon ſo reprooved, ſurprized 
therewith but is advertiſed before hand to expect and pre- 

pare 
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foe for it : ſo thatit cannot but be ill taken by a King to 

continually ſurprized therewith : eſpecially , when the 
reprover is haply of ſo ſoft a temper as that he dares not 
deal ſo with even an inconſiderable Heritor of his land- 
wart Pariſh, 

3+ It is requiſit that the reproof given to a King, 
be adminiſtred, with all reverence and humility, without 
any unbeſceming inſolencie, either in ſpeech or geſture. 


(D Jeb. 34. i8. And in this ſenſe is that of Elihu (i) to be underſtood. 


Is it fit to ſay to a King, thou art wicked ? or to Princes,ze 
are ungodly ꝰ It is remarkable,that when Paw! had ſaid to 


(k) AF. 23. eAnanias(k) GO D ſhall ſmite thee, thou Whited wall; 
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And they that ſtood by, ſaid, Revileſt thou G OD S high 
prieſt ? Then ſaid Paul, I wiſt nor, Brethren, that he was 
the high Prieſt : for it is written, thou ſhalt not ſpeak, 
evil 1 the Ruler of thy people, Whence I obſerve, that 
ſome ſharpneſſe that may be uſcd in reproving a private 
perſon ( as Paul miſtook eAnanias to be, when he cal- 
led him 4 hited wall ) muſt be forborne in reproving 
perſons in authoritie, leſt the reprover become guilty of 
ſpeaking evil of the Rulers of the people. Ic is not fit to uſe 
ſo ſharp words to 2 King, as to another perſon, 

4+ The reprover of a King, muſt wiſely ſweeten his re- 
proof, by making due mention (and yet by all meanes 
avoiding flattery ) of whatſoever is juſtly commendable in 
him; that it may be evident to him, that the reprover de- 


D chro. ig. lighteth not to find faults in him. Thus Jeb (I) when he

5. The reprover of a King would take care, that the 
King may ſee , that he neither wiſheth nor intendeth him 
any harm or prejudice by the reproof. Thus Daniel, 
when he was to interpret Nebwchadnezzars dream, and

III. The point alſo ex horteth you, not to grudge, murmur, 
or repine, becauſe of any preſent burden of Aſſeſiments , either 
impoſed or to be impoſed upon you, for defraying publick 
Debts, and ſetling the King and his Subjects in Peace. Remem- 
ber but at how dear a rate you would have been content not 
long ſince to have bought this day. 

oct. 2. Even a good King may be for a while depri ved, 
and diſpoſſeſſed of bu juſt Rights, 

Thus David was forced to flee out of the Land for Ab/c- 
lom. (q) Hereof we have had ſo late and fad experience, that 
I need not inſiſt upon any proof. And the good LOR D lave 
our King and his three Kingdoms from any more proofs of it. 

The point is proficable, for Inſtruction, Reproof, and Ex- 
hortation. 

1. It inſtructeth us in three particulars. 

1. A diſaſterous condition denoteth not a wicked perſon or 
cauſe. After the overthrow at D#mbay , when that bloody 
and barbarous Monſter, Oliver Cromwell , of moſt deteſtable 
and damnable memory, did ( in a Letter of his, directed, to be 
communicated to ſome Reverend Miniſters of C Aisber gl, then 
beſieged in the Caſtle ) magnifie himſelf againſt the LORDS 
Anointed , becauſe of chat diſmal ſtroke which the LOR D 
ſuffered him to give this poor Kingdom: he was well anſwered, 
That the reſult of a Bittel, though ordered indeed by a juſt and 
wiſe providence, is no infallible proof of the equity or iniquity 
of a Cauſe ; ſince the ſame event is, both to the righteous, and 
to the wicked, to him that ſweareth, and to him that feareth 
an oath. 

2 Not Kings, but G O D is to be truſted in. (7) It is better 
to truſt in the LO R D, then to put confidence in man, It is 
better to truſt in the LORD, then to put coafidence in 
Princes, 

3. The LORD is Supreame, and hath abſolute Power 
over Princes, and the Kings of the earth, to diſpoſe of them as 
it pleaſeth Him. (7) He * Rings, and ſetteth up * 
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2. The point reproveth thoſe , that are ready to be ex- 
alted above meaſure becauſe of the preſent deliverance. For 
men to ſuſſer their hearts to be lifted up, ( viz. with pride) 
becauſe of deliverance received (t) is the way to provoke the 
LORD to wrath againſt them, becauſe they ( in ſo doing ) 
render not again according to the benefit done unto them. 
Humility after deliverance,doth beſt evidence,that the rod hath 
been ſanctified. He that ſaith in his proſperity, he ſhall never be 
moved () ſhall finde trouble when G O D hideth His face. 

III. The laſt uſe of the Doctrine, is for Exhortation. And, 

1. Beware of thoſe things which may provoke the LOR D 
to deprive us of our King. As, 

1. Beware of a lewd and diſſolute converſation. Hence faith 
Samuel (and let the interpretation and fulfilling thereof be 
to the Kings enemies | ) If ye ſpall fill do wickedly , ye ſhall 
be conſumed , both ye and your King. (w) It is very lawfull 
for you to expreſs your joy for the Kings deliverance from his 
manyfold Adverſities, by Eating and Drinking, clapping of 
Hands, Shouting, ringing of Bells, Bone-fires , and all other 
poſſible rokens of joy: But beware of exceſs. When Abaſuerus 
made his moſt magnificent Feaſt , to ſhe the riches of his 
glorious Kingdom, and the bonour of his excellent Majeſty ; 
and gave drink ( not in Glaſſes but) in veſſels of Gold, and 
royal wine in abundance, according to the ſtate of the —_ 
( x ) The drinking was according to law, none did compell : 
for ſo the King had appointed to all the Officers of his Houſe, 
that they ſhould do according to every mans pleaſure, Wo 
unto him therefore (y) that giveth his neighbour drink : that 
putteſt thy bottle to him, — makeſt him drunken alſo, that 
thou mayeſt look on their nakedneſs. Thou art filled with 
ſhame for glory: drink thou alſo, and let thy foreskin be 
uncovered : the cup of the LORD S right hand ſhall be 
turned unto thee, and h fu [pewing ſhall be on thy glory. 

I beſeech you, My Beloved ! do not thus fin away your mer- 
cies,and diſgrace your triumph. I could wiſh that it were poſ- 
ſible for the noiſe and ſound of your triumphant Rejoycing, to 
be heard in all the places of our Soveraigns ſolitary and 
tedious exile, that it might be evident to all the world, that 
he was never caſt out of the hearts of his Subject:. But I 
hope, My Lords, and the honourable Knights and pgs 
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that have done us the honour to accompany us in our mg 

cing, as alſo you of the Congregation, and eſpecially the 
worthy Magiſtrates of the City, will take heed of rendring 

our Rejoycings ſinfull, by any lewd extravagancies. Remem- 

ber upon our Soveraigns early and moſt Religious Declara- 

tion of the 3zoth. of Aay laſt, wherein he proſeſſeth to be 
aſhamed of thoſe that have no other way of teſtifying their 
affection to him, but by prophaneneſs. 

2. Corruption in the worſhip of G O D, provokes the 
LORD to deprive people of a King. () The LOR D Ci) NN 
did therefore threaten to rent the Kingdom from Solomon, 11. 
becauſe his heart was turned from the LORD GOD 
of Hrael. Let it be therefore our earneſt prayer, that all things 
in reference to Religion may be ſettled (4) according to the (a)Heb.8 f. 
pattern in the mount : and that G O D would make our King, 
zealouſly carefull, that ( 6 ) whatſoever is commanded by (b) Eray. 
the G OD of heaven, may be diligently done for the houſe 23. 
of the GOD of heaven : for why ſhould there be wrath 
againſt che Realm of the King ? 

3+ By evil Counſellors, a people may be deprived of their 
King. It was upon Rehoboam's forſaking the counſel of the old

reſtored to his juſt rights. 

Doct. 4. It is to be locked npon as agreat mercy, when 

the LORD bringeth or reſtoreth a King in PEACE 

to his juſt rights, 

And the reaſons hereof are theſe following, 

1. The Preface to our Engliſh Bibles, Gedicared to King 
James the Sixth of happy memorie, faith it, in theſe 
words The appear ance of yowr Majeſtic , as of the ſun in 
his ffrength—gave unte all that were well affected, exceeding 
c auſe 1 comfort, eſpecially when they beheld the Government 
2 ed in your highneſſe , and your hopefull ſeed, by an un- 

ubted Title, and thi; alſs accompanied with PE A CE and 
tranquillity, at bome and abroad. 

I have often thought, that when the late Uſurpers did bar2 
barouſly endeavour totaly to extirpate the remembrance of 
the Royall Family, by razing all Monuments and engravings 
thereof; ſo that not ſo much as a ſentence of Scripture that 
had the word KING in it, was permitted to remaine on 
the plaiſter of a Church wall : they did not mind the Bible ; or 
otherwiſe wehad not been permitted to wear an evidence of 
his Ma jeſties Title to the Crowns of theſe Kingdoms, all this 
while in our Pockets. 

2. There is greater hope of Church-Settlement , by the (v) r.(bre. 
Kings peaceable attaining unto his Kingdoms then otherwaies, 21.6. to dt.

give peace and quietneſs unto 1/rael. Neither is it noted in 
vaine , that all the ſtones of Solomons tempel (=) were made 
readie before they were brought thither : ſo that there was 
neicher hammer nor ax, nor any tool of iron heard in the 
houſe all the while it was ia building. It certainly teacheth us, 
T bat the Church flouriſheth moſt in peaceful! times, and un- 
der peaceable Princes, 

3. The Kinę is the more endeared to his People, that he 
comes to his Rights in Peace. The people (a) ſpake of [toning 
David, becauſe the ſoul of all the people was grieved , every 
man for his ſons and for his daughters. Even ſo, had our King 
obtained his juſt Rights by force of Arms (as juſtly he might 
have attempted it) his Victory might haply have been turned 
into mourning ( 6) unto all the people : who alchough they 
would have rejoyced in his ſucceſs ; yet they could not but 
withall have bewailed the {laughter of Children, Husbands aud 
other relations ; and the rather, becauſe periſhing in rebellion. 
But now, how great mult our joy be in his unbloody victory ? 

4 By the Kings obtaining his juſt Rights in Peace, che 
glory of GOD is the more advanced. For now there 1s no 
ground for us to vaunt our ſelves againſt GO D (c) ſaying, 
Our own hands have ſaved us. But we muſt acknowledge 
with the Pſalmiſt, (4) They got not the Land in poſſeſſion 
by their own ſword, neither did their own arm ſave them: but 
thy right hand, and thine arm, and the light of thy coun- 
tenance, becauſe thou hadſt a favour unto them. 

5+ The King is hereby taught to rule with the greater mo- 
deration ; being free from the temptation of an abſolute Con- 
queſt ; of which his Royal Father, our late King of glorious 
memory , profeſſed himſelf afraid, when at any time he was 
likely to prevail in his Wars It was well remembered at 
the Coronation of our King at Scoon, that a great and grave 
Councellour of France, being deſitous in his old age to retire 
from the Court, to enjoy privacy, fit for his age; he was deſired 
by the King, to lzave behind him in writing ſome : 

or 
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for Government : And having a while bethought himſelf, 
what to do, at laſt he wrote upon the head of a ſheer of paper, 
Modu, and in the middle, Modiu, and at the foot alſo, Hodw, 
and wrapping it np, delivered it to the King: meaning there- 
by , that the beſt advice he could give to the King, was, To 
ſhun Extreames, and keep a meaſure in all things. I remem- 
ber, that a little after the Bittell at zyorceſter, before his 
Majeſties eſcape beyond the Seas was certainly known, be- 
ing in conference with a godly Miniſter , who was thea a ſuf- 
ferer , and now reſteth from his Labours; we were thinking 
upon that ſaying of the Pſalmiſt, (e When 1 foall receive 
the Congregation, I will judge nprightly ; And he told me, 
That he was afſuredly confident, that the L O K D had not 
caſt off our Soveraign, though then ſadly diſtreſſed : but only 
was teaching him to King it better, And our Soveraign Lord

l! ſhallgive you but three uſes of the point, 

I. And in the firſt place it ſerveth for the commendation 
of our Royall Soveraign, his declining Forraign Aſſiſtance, 
( whereof he was aſſured ) for recovering his juſt Rights ; 
expreſſed in his Gracious Letter from Breda, of the f. of 
Aprill laſt, to the Right honourable Houſe of Commons in 
England, which they took not for a complement, as it appears 
both by their appointing a publick day of Thankſgiving to 
G O D, for enclining his Ma jeſties Royal heart to ſuch 
clemency and indulgence towards his poor Subjects, as alſo, 
by their loyal Anſwer to the ſaid Letter, which Anſwer 
was dated the 2. of May laſt.
